Judge James S. Baldwin went a 


long way on the right road to re 
store tbe confidence of the ordinary 
citizen in th« administration of thi 
law Wednesday when he gave as hi 
reasons for refusing to quash an In 
dietment that the technical points 
advanced by th« attorney for the 
man accused of the crime, even 
true, would have no prejudicial ef 
feet against the defendant. 


In effect the judge stated that 


whether or not a grand Jury which 
had returned an Indictment had been 
called an hour too early or an hour 
too late could hardly be used as a 
reuon for throwing oat euch an in 
dietment. 


The juror:!, the Judge said, had 


also been selected for-serrice before 
the alleged crime had been com 
raltted. They could not, therefore 
have been chosen with any prejudice 
for or against th* man accused in 
the indictment which {he attorney 
sought to have declared invalid.
